REPORT OF SCHOOL “BORIS 


The work of one more year has been done in the school rooms of 
our town, and it devolves upon your School Board to submit their an- 
nual report to your approval. 

We have endeavored to secure as good results as possible in each 
school by placing in charge those who we judged were fitted by train- 
ing, and as far as we could secure them, by experience, for the work. 
It is not always easy to obtain experienced teachers, as the salary and 
length of our terms are not what they can find in larger places, and 
the young teacher who shows herself capable of doing good and satis~ 
factory work, often, after gaining her experience with us finds a wider 
sphere of usefulness. 

The work, taken as a whole, has been thoroughly and conscien- 
tiously done, the attendance has been good, and the children have 
given evidence at the several visits of your committee of making good 
progress in the various branches taught. We are always glad to see 
the work being so thoroughly done, that there is little need of re- 
viewing, or of going over the same ground another term. The child 
who learns a lesson superficially is always at a disadvantage, he is not 
sure of anything, and the chances are, that the next teacher will put 
him back, as we call it, and oblige him to do the work over again, 
which is generally to the dissatisfaction of the pupil and parent, but 
is what must be done in order to form a good foundation for future 
work, 

The school house at No. 1 has been thoroughly repaired, new furni- 
ture has been added and the room presents a very attractive appear- 
ance 

Number five has been shingled and although there is always room 


for improvement still our school houses are in very fine condition.

mee) OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


On the first of April, 1899, the Treasurer had in his hands a bal- 
ance of 31 cents; June I, received from the town treasurer, $50.00 ; 
received during the year from fines, 49 cents; for catalogues sold, 
$2.25. Sept, paid Huntley & Turner’s bill of $60.50, for printing the 
library catalogues ; paid Mrs. May Hayward and Rev. C. D. Chunn, 
_ each $12.50, for arranging the books for the catalogue, leaving a bal- 
ance due the treasurer of $32.45. 

There are at the present time in the library 2,631 volumes. Of 
these 115 were added during the last year; 19 were state and govern-~ 
ment reports and publications; 2 were copies of the Anniversary of 
the Congregational Church in Temple. Rev. George Merriam pre- 
sented the library with 25 volumes, among which are Mason town re- 
ports from 1889 to 1894 ; New Ipswich town reports, 1893-96 ; Groton 
town report for 1893: Townsend town report for 1893 ; Greenville town 
reports, five copies; Wilton town reports from 1894-95, and a cata- 
logue of the Greenville public library. Miss Katharine Miles, of 
Brattleboro, Vt., a granddaughter of Rev. Noah Miles, showed her in- 
terest in the town where her ancestors were once so prominent, by 
presenting to the library 41 volumes, works mostly on science and 
literature, and also several volumes of New England’ McClures’ and 
Scribner’s magazines. Mr. and Mrs. Brooks M. Heald gave three 
volumes, among which is the ‘‘History of Hillsboro’ County. Mr. 
John S. Smith, of Wilton, gave a volume on ‘‘Daniel and Revelation,”’ 
Rey. Uriah Smith the author. Mr. Amory Heald, of Lynn, gave one 
volume entitled ‘‘Richard Carvel,’’ by Churchill. Mr. Frank Col- 
burn, of Cambridge, has continued to send some periodicals. 

The weekly average of books taken from the library for three years 
preceding Feb. 1, 1899, was about 45. Since that date to Feb. 1, 1900, 
theaverage weekly number was a fraction over 57. This fact indicates 
that the value and benefits of the library are growing in public favor 
and it is to be hoped that the town will be liberal in its support. The 
trustees would speak with pride of the continued neatness and order 
which are always foundinthe library. They would also speak with 
much regret of the fact that Rev. George Merriam, who was nearly 
always present at their meetings and on whose counsels and advice 
they depended so much, has moved so far away that he has virtually, 
ceased to be one of their attending members, yet they still hope 
that his influence and suggestions will ever be felt for their good.
